Editor Bulletin, 

Sir:—At the last session of the Pro 
vincial Legislature, His Lordship the 
Bishop of St. Albert, succeeded in in- 
troducing in the Ordinance authoriz 
ing the formation of Catholic missions 
or parishes in this diocese, some 
amendments which are intended to 
Rive Official recognition and legal 
vtatus to the parishes or missions of 
the Greek Rutherian or other oriental 
rites united to Rome. It is provided 
hencetorth as part of the ordiance 

(1) That, in the case of a parish o1 
mission of any rite other than the La- 
tin rite, but adhearing to the church 

Rome the corporate name shall de 
jignate the rite of such parish or mis- 
ion, as for instance “The Cathol'< 
parish or mission of ——— St. Vasil 


(or other name) of the Greek-Ruthe:- 
inn rite (or other rite, as the case 
may be) united to Rome 


(2) That the property of a Catholic 
parish cr mission of the Greek-Ruth- 
erian (or other oriental rite, as the 
“ase may be,) shall remain distinct 
and separate from that of the parish 
or missions of the Latin rite, and pro 
vided that when a hierardy of such 
Greek-Rutherian of other oriental rite 
may be, shall be organized 
for this province, by the Holy See, 
such hierarchy shall have the separat 
nd distinct control and management 
of their respective parishes and mis 
ms thus created, instead of Hi 
Lordship the Bishop of St. Albert 
It has been always policy «f 
Bishop Le of St. Albert, who ha 
jurisdiction over the Greek-Ruther 
in Catholic of this diocese, long 
as they have no Bishop of their own, 
to give to them the most unrestricted 
reedom to the continenance of 
their customs and the practices of 
their rite. It has been always his in- 
tention also, from the beginning, t 
sp their chureh property entirety 
distinet and separate, from the prope: 
ty the parishes of the Latin rite 
but these dispositions have acquire 
legal and official recognition by these 
new ensuctments of the Legislature of
